Roma  and  Rome'a  Bishop  are  meetly  menttoned 
loeeiher.  The  name  of  eiihei  is  as  the  majjic  words 
ofAli  Baba,  at  which  the  caverns  of  history  fly 
open,  and  reveal  their  treasures.  The  name  Rome 
brine's  us  back  to  the  days  of  thepiophets,  to  Jeru- 
,ale/n,  the  Holy  city,  whoso  garments  Rome  now 
wears  with  many  an  added  gem  be8()angled  ;  the 
venerable  sound  of  Pope  bears  our  memories  to  the 
death-bed  of  Paganism,  from  whose  blood-stained 
rooch  Christianity  arose,  lovely  and  pure  as  the 
fgbled  Aumra,  into  life. 

The  name  of  Rome  has  something  terrible,  yet 
iuvitiag  to  the  ear,  because  of  its  oldness,  its  con¬ 
quests  and  its  iniquities;  here  the  parable  ends; 
yet  the  Popedom  had  its  ages  6f  trium|)hand  indi¬ 
vidual  sway,  anti  its  hours  of  teni|)urary  degrada- 
tiun  and  seeming  dangei.  Rome  has  not  recovered 
the  punishment  of  her  abuses,  while  the  Pontifi¬ 
cate  has  arisen  chastened  and  purified  by  all  its 
hoary  trials.  A  new  city  has  arisen  Phoenix-like 
amin  the  wide-spread  ruins  of  the  empire,  and  as 
the  work  of  Angelo  outlives  the  masterpiece  of 
Appolidores,  so  the  Chair  of  Peter  remains  firm, 
where  the  Caesars  throne  has  fallen.” 

As  we  perceive  that  the  editor  of  the  Pilot  is  not 
ilisjKwed  to  answer  the  (|ue8tions  we  urge  upon  his 
consideration,  so  as  to  attempt  an  explanation  of  the 
real  ditticu'.ties  we  present,  we  will  not  trouble  him 
withfurihercoinmuiiications  in  the  form  of  inquiry. 
But  we  have  some  remarks  to  oiler  on  the  article 
quoted  above. 

First,  the  Pilot  essays  to  involve  us  in  an  incon- 
tisiency,  or  in  the  predicament  of  stone  of  his  sitn- 
ple  countrymen  whose  fore-thought  came  after¬ 
wards.  He  alleges  tliat  we  positively  contended 
two  weeks  before,  that  Pope  Pius’  creed  did  give 
ilie  Sovereign  Ponlifl’,  in  the  eyes  of  Catholics,  an 
awful  civil  supremacy;  and  then  he  construes  our 
subsequent  remarks,  which  he  quotes  in  his  article 
above,  as  conceding  thot  no  such  supremacy  is  in- 
volvetl  in  the  dtKtriuc  of  the  creed.  We  do  not  ac¬ 
cuse  the  Pilot  of  intentional  misrepresentation,  hut 
lie  has,  at  least  unwitting,  misrepresented  us.  We 
have  never  asserted  that  the  Catholic  leaders  di- 
reedy  and  avowedly  ascribe  cicil  sufireinucy  to  the 
Pope.  Hence,  in  saying,  “that  we  are  s.ntislied, 
and  were  satislicd before,  that  the  accredited  canons 
of  the  Catholic  churcii  do  not  directly  avd  avmcedly 
claim  for  the  Pope  supreme  authority  in  civil  gov- 
erntqent,”  we  conceded  nothing  that  vve  had  be- 
tbre  assumed,  nor  had  we  any  forethought  come 
iil'terwards.  We  suppose  our  neighiinr  will  not 
deny  that  an  eflint  was  once  made  to  place  the 
Pope  on  his  throne  of  supreme  civil  as  well  as  sjiir- 
itual  auihoriiy.  and  that  by  an  establislietl  rule  of 
liis  Papal  dominion.  But  it  was  found  that  indi¬ 
rectly  avow  and  assume  liiat  pierogaiive,  was  the 
surest  way  to  fail  of  aetjuiring  it.  It  mused  the 
jealousy  of  the  worldly  great,  anil  the  ambitious. 
It  was  found  better  policy  to  drop  that  claim  in  si¬ 
lence,  and  accomplish, as  far  as  possible,  the  same 
object,  by  operating  upon  and  through  rulers,  with 
the  Use  of  the  ackiuiwiedged  spiritual  autliority. 

W  ho  does  not  know  that  all  the  alFuirs  of  life  are 
subject  to  the  influence  and  control  of  religious  or 
spiritual  authority,  where  that  authority  is  in  active 
uper.-.tion  ?  For  inst.ance,  a  lady  of  the  Miller 
stamp,  in  Watertown,  became  impnlssed,  as  one 
of  her  religious  exercises,  with  the  opinion  that,  as! 
the  true  prophets  of  old,  when  Israel  had  been  turn¬ 
ed  to  idols,  would  go  its  and  destroy  the  idols  from 
ilie  temple,  so  it  was  her  duty  as  one  moved  by  ] 
the  spirit  o*"  truth  to  destroy  tire  idols  of  her  people.' 
Accordingly,  at  a  meeting  in  the  house  of  a  wealthy 
brother  of  the  same  faith,  she  tix<k  down  and  de¬ 
stroyed  a  large  picture  of  Washington  with  an  ex¬ 
pensive  frame,  and  a  crucilix,  and  other  pictures, 
which  she  said,  were  idols.  And  the  man  of  the 
bouse  argued,  that  the  Lord  would  not  order  his 
servants  to  do  any  wrong,  and  helieving  that  this 
was  a  servant  of  the  Lord,  be  would  acquiesce  in 
her  doings.  Here  the  religious  sentiment  prevail¬ 
ed,  and  wrought  just  such  works  as  it  listed,  even 
in  temporal  things. 

But  to  com*  to  a  higher  example Edmund 
(Quincy,  Eeq.,  who  owed  allegiauce  lo.lbe  Qoveio- 


meut  of  the  United  States,  has  recently  published  j| 
a  declaration  of  withdrawal  of  that  allegiance,  and 
a  renunciation  of  U.  S.  Constitution,  because  ii-j 
contains  essential  principles  which  his  religious'' 
sentiments  condemn  as  wrong.  Here  it  is  seen 
that  the  religious  sentiment  governs  the  course  of  ; 
the  man  in  his  political  relations,  so  far  ns  he  thinks  I' 
his  religion  has  to  do  with  those  relniions.  And  |! 
who  can  object  to  this  principle  ?  The  man  may  li 
have  erred  in  the  application  of  the  principles, —  Ij 
but  the  principle  itself  is  right.  !' 

Now  these  that  we  have  mentioned  are  cases 
where  individuals,  by  the  exercise  of  (heir  piivatel' 
judgment,  or  by  the  influence  of  circumstances  af-|j 
fecting  (heir  minds,  came  for  themselves  respec-  , 
lively  into  the  opinions  specilied  on  leligiuus  duty,  1' 
and  acted  accordingiy — the  latter  by  none  other !i 
than  peaceable  means.  But  when  these  things  .ore  |! 
directed  by  the  action  of  private  juilgment  and  in-  j! 
dividual  responsibility,  the  rallying  of  a  sufficient  j; 
force  in  (he  same  way  to  efl'eci  any  great  public 
movement,  will  requite  a  protracted  labor  of  mind' 
upon  free-thinking  minds,  by  the  force  and  conflict  !t 
of  argument.  And  here  is  our  safety.  jj 

But  in  the  Catholic  community,  where  lies  (hef 
'judgment  of  religious  duty  ?  Who  is  to  take  the]! 
responsibility  of  (If  ciding  ?  Here  we  are  brought  || 
back  to  the  question  which  we  urged  ujsrn  the  I] 
•‘Pilot”  in  cur  previous  address  to  him.  Aoil  hejl 
refers  us  to  nn  article  in  last  week's  paper,  on  [ 
“The  ‘Right’  of  Private  Judgment,”  He  therein  ] 
ridicules  and  scouts  the  idea  of  the  profile's  exer¬ 
cising  the  right  of  (irivaie  judgment  in  mailers  of 
religion.  ‘‘His  IIoli.nkss,”  “Christ’s  Viceger¬ 
ent,”  is  the  judge.  He  is  to  deride;  and  when  he 
commands  in  the  name  of  religion,  the  whole 
Catholic  community  are  bound,  by  the  hazard  of 
their  eternal  all,  to  “obey”  liim.  And  hence,  ns 
the  Protestant  individual  acts,  dVen  in  his  political 
relations,  acconling  \o  his  j>rivate- judgment  o(  reVi-  j 
giousduty,  so  the  Catholic  multitude,  as  one  man,  j 
must  act  according  to  the  Pope’s  judgment  of  reli¬ 
gious  doty. 

No,  Mr.  Pilot,  wc  have  not  retracted  nn  iota  from 
what  w  e  had  assumed,  in  regard  to  the  tremendous 
power  of  the  Pope  imd  his  piiesthood  over  tlie 
minds  and  consciences  of  their  peojile.  We  know, 
as  we  have  conceded  before,  tiiat  tlie  Papal  firiesi- 
h(X)d  di*  not  directly  assert  for  their  Sovereign  Prin¬ 
tin'  the  right  to  control  in  civil  afi'airs — as  such. 

A  wise  policy  demands  this  disclaimer.  But  wc 
have  seen  that  jiolitical  action  is  hut  one  form  of 
the  conduct  of  life,  all  of  w  hich  may  he  directed  by 
(he  religious  sentiment.  And  while  the  religious 
sentiment  is  in  charge,  not  of  the  individual,  but  of 
(he  Pope  for  the  whole  hotly  of  the  peojile,  he  can  I 
so  manage  with  that  indefinite  and  unlimited  obli¬ 
gation  to  “obey”  him,  as  to  work  the  people  into|| 
the  serviceof  almost  any  worldly  scheme  heehoose.s,  ij 
and  all  under  the  ostensive  exercise  of  his  spiritual  \ 
supremacy.  Every  student  ol’  human  nature  can  i 
form  an  easy  ronceptiou  of  the  practicability  of  j 
such  games  under  the  given  circumstauce-s, — and 
the  history  of  ihe  Pafial  sovereignly  in  iis  past 
operations  illustrates  how  iney  have  succeeded. — 
Dreaitful  are  the  evils  wliich  blacken  the  poge.s  of 
history,  as  having  resulted  from  the  slavery  of  the 
people’s  minds  and  consciences  to  (he  Papal  supre¬ 
macy;  and  no  less  dreadful  are  the  evils  to  be  ap-  ; 
prehended  in  future  time,  should  Papacy  become  j 
sufficiently  strong  in  tlie  world  to  act  iiself.  It  is  ! 
the  same  old  thing,  even  claiming  to  he  uuchangca-  ' 
ble  ill  its  character.  I
